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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of the 
foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Claim 2 has been amended and Claim 24 canceled. 

Double Patenting Rejections 

In the Office Action, Claims 1-5, 9-11, 16-17, and 23-28 are rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as allegedly being unpatentable over claims 1-3 
of U.S. Patent No. 7,155,436. 

In the Office Action, Claims 6-7, 12-14, and 18-20 are rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as allegedly being unpatentable over claims 1 -3 
of U.S. Patent No. 7,155,436 in view of Armstrong et al. (US 6,985,934, hereafter Armstrong). 

In the Office Action, Claims 8, 15, and 21 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness type double patenting as allegedly being unpatentable over claims 1-3 of U.S. Patent 
No. 7,155,436 in view of Crow et al. (US 6,262,724, hereafter Crow). 

The present application is a continuation-in-part application of U.S. Patent No. 7,155,436. 
Applicant herewith submits a terminal disclaimer to overcome the obviousness-type double 
patenting rejections. 

Applicant believes that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
